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The  accompanying  Extract  from  a  speech  delivered  by  the  Rear- Commodore  will  fully 
explain  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  formed, 

"  He  (the  Rear-Commodore)  thought  it  well  to  explain  what  the  objects  of  the  Club 
really  were,  as  they  had  been  much  laughed  at,  at  first  starting,  and,  perhaps,  naturally 
so;  people  spoke  of  '  great  big  men  getting  up  a  baby  Yacht  Club,  and  sailing  boats 
like  little  boys.'  Its  originators  wished  to  make  it  an  experimental  Club,  so  that  any 
Member  having  a  crotchet  of  his  own  as  to  the  form  best  adapted  for  fast  sailing, 
might  at  small  expense  (the  maximum  size  being  limited  to  eight  tons)  reduce  theory 
to  practice,  and  test  his  model  against  others  in  races  fixed  at  certain  periods  and  re- 
gulated by  the  Club.  Having,  therefore,  established  it  as  a  school  of  Marine  Archi- 
tecture, he  thought  they  were  fairly  entitled  to  public  support.  The  great  bane  of  the 
Merchant -service  as  well  as  the  Navy  was,  that  ships  had  been  built  too  much  to  one 
rule;  diversity  of  opinion  had  not  been  sufficiently  consulted — one  man  had  built  a 
vessel,  and  others  had  followed  and  built  to  nearly  the  same  model.  There  had  been 
a  prejudice  in  favour  of  a  certain  form  and  they  could  not  get  out  of  it;  but  the  effects 
of  such  a  Club  as  this  would  be  to  bring  all  sorts  of  models  into  play;  one  form  would 
be  tried  against  another,  and  thus  the  best  discovered.  It  is  with  the  view  of  attain- 
ing this  end  that  this  Club  has  been  established,  but  it  must  not  stop  there;  they  had 
a  good  many  Members,  a  very  fair  number  for  a  young  Club,  but  he  would  beg  each 
Member  to  use  his  utmost  exertions  to  introduce  new  Members — new*^embers  would 
bring  with  them  the  sinews  of  war — they  would  bring  in  their  subscriptions,  which 
would  enhance  the  value  of  the  Prizes  offered  by  the  Club.  Such  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Members  in  the  Club,  would  also  be  the  means  of  making  it  more  generally 
known  through  the  country— in  fact,  would  put  it  into  a  better  position  altogether. 
Many  arguments  were  not  required  to  get  fresh  Members ;  they  might  tell  the  more 
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elderly  gentlemen  who  are  anxious  about  the  safety  of  the  country,  that  its  safety,  as 
an  independent  state,  depends  upon  the  best  preparation  for  the  defence  of  our  inde- 
pendence, viz.,  that  the  youth  of  the  nation  should  be  (as  for  centuries  they  have  been) 
amphibious  animals,  equally  at  home  in  their  sports  on  land  or  water.  Again,  they 
might  tell  the  younger  portion  who,  perhaps,  cared  for  horse  racing,  of  the  advantages 
and  pleasures  they  would  derive  from  making  pic-nic  parties  to  Eastham,  and  winding 
up  the  evening  in  social  enjoyment  at  the  Club  House.  This,  he  had  no  doubt,  would 
be  attractive  to  a  great  many.  Among  other  inducements,  they  should  get  men  to 
join  them  from  a  pure  love  of  science.  Owing  to  the  inefficient  state  of  our  Yachts, 
an  American  vessel  had  come  over  and  walked  away  with  the  prize  from  all  of  them. 
He  believed  that  if  they  had  more  Model  Yacht  Clubs  it  would  have  been  impossible 
for  a  foreigner  to  come  in  and  carry  off  the  prize  in  the  way  the  American  had  done. 
The  Americans  deserved  great  credit,  and  the  beating  had  done  them  (the  English)  an 
amazing  amount  of  good;  he  thought  it  would  be  difficult  for  any  other  foreign  vessel 
to  take  the  prize  in  the  same  way,  and  that  the  Americans  would  never  again  have 
such  an  inferior  set  of  vessels  to  contend  with,  if  Model  Yacht  Clubs  were  established 
in  the  larger  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom;  for  they  would  be  the  means  of  getting  up 
a  spirit  of  yachting  enterprise  through  the  country,  which  would  in  the  end  be  highly 
beneficial  to  their  ship -building."

On  the  1  Oth  of  May,  the  first  match  of  the  season  was  sailed  by  the  undermentioned 
yachts— the  competiton  being  for  an  elegant  Silver  Challenge  Cup  and  Cover,  pre- 
sented by  J.  T.  Hewes,  Esq.,  late  Commodore  of  the  Club.  It  was  a  time  match,  one 
minute  per  ton  being  allowed  by  all  yachts  exceeding  10  tons,  to  those  not  exceeding 
that  tonnage.  At  half  past  eleven  the  signal  was  given  to  start  when  the  following 
got  under  way; — Mouse,  15,  G.  E.  Browne,  Esq.;  Frolic,  12,  A.  Cox,  Esq.;  Phantom, 
21,  S.  Lane,  Esq.;  Mazeppa,  12,  C.  Bromley,  Esq.;  Whisper,  19,  T.  Eveleigh,  Esq.;

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THE  AMERICA  AND  TITANIA  MATCH. 

The  long- talked -of  challenge  given  by  the  American  Commodore  Stevens,  to  sail  any 
British  yacht  for  any  amount,  having  been  accepted  in  the  most  friendly  manner  by 
G.  R.  Stephenson,  Esq.,  m.p,,  the  terms  and  conditions  being  left  by  both  parties  with 
the  noble  Commodore  of  the  K.  Y.S.,  the  match  was  appointed  to  come  off  on  Thursday, 
August  29, 1851,  provided  there  was  the  necessary  "  six-knot-breeze  "  for  the  purpose. 
Great  excitement  has  prevailed  on  the  subject  of  the  America,  owing  to  the  successful 
issue  of  her  previous  trials  with  our  yachts.  It  was  at  one  time  thought  that  the 
match  would  have  to  be  postponed,  in  consequence  of  the  accident  which  happened  to 
the  America  on  the  Tuesday  night  previous,  she  having  taken  the  ground  at  the  mouth  ! 
of  the  harbour,  and  rubbed  off  about  thirty  feet  of  her  false  keel,  which,  however,  was 
expeditiously  replaced  the  next  day  in  the  Dockyard  at  Portsmouth,  and  the  yacht, 
undocked  the  same  evening,  proceeded  early  the  next  morning  to  Cowes. 

The  course  appointed  for  this  trial  was,  that  they  should  proceed  outside  the  island 
to  a  distance  of  twenty  miles  south-east  of  the  Nab  Light,  where  a  station  vessel  was 
to  be  placed,  and  the  yachts  having  rounded  the  same,  were  to  make  their  way  back  to 
the  Nab  Light,  Thus  two  points  of  sailing  would  be  decided — outwards  with  the 
wind  large,  and  a  dead  beat  homewards. 

The  day  opened  with  every  appearance  of  a  strong  wind  for  the  contest,  and  in  the 
morning  the  yachts  left  Cowes  for  the  rendezvous  off  the  Nab,  bearing  W.S.W.  from 
them,  the  Queen  steamer,  Captain  D.  Corke,  having  been  expressly  engaged  to  proceed 
out  as  the  station  vessel.    At  9  o'clock  the  steamer  left  Cowes,  having  John  Bates, 
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Esq.,  the  Squadron's  secretaryj  on  board,  and  proceeded  to  the  appointed  place.  The 
wind  was  strong  from  N.N.W.  throughout  the  forenoon,  and  in  the  afternoon  a  fresh 
gale  prevailed.  A  more  fitting  opportunity  or  better  day  could  not  have  happened  for 
so  interesting  a  trial. 

At  9h.  7m.  with  a  strong  wind,  the  Titania  weighed  from  Cowes  Roads  and  pro- 
ceeded out  to  the  east  end.  At  9h.  3om.  the  Titania  hove  to  off  the  quarantine  station, 
apparently  waiting  for  her  adversary,  which,  up  to  this  period  was  observed  at  anchor 
in  Cowes  Roads.  Some  little  anxiety  was  manifested  about  her,  as  there  was  no  doubt 
that,  owing  to  her  having  been  undocked  only  the  night  before,  some  little  preparation 
ere  she  could  get  ready  to  sail  was  necessary.  At  length  she  got  under  weigh  and 
proceeded  onwards  to  her  station.  At  lOh.  14m.  the  Queen  steamer  took  her  depar- 
ture from  the  Nab,  bearing  W.S.W.  and  steered  S.E  b.S.,  and  having  got  about  an 
hour's  start  in  advance  of  the  yachts,  took  a  bearing  at  llh.  15m.  Owcrs  light  vessel 
bore  E.:|N.,  Yarborough  Monument  N.W.b.W.,  and  Dunnose  W.b.N.^^N.,  which  gave 
a  distaace  of  ten  miles  and  a  half.  The  course  was  altered  to  S.S.E.,  in  consequence 
of  the  tide.  At  this  time  the  two  schooners  were  observed  under  weigh  steering  in  the 
direction  of  the  steamer,  and  accompanied  by  the  Xarifa,  and  four  other  yachts.  At 
noon  the  Owers  bore  N.E.,  Culver  Cliff  N.W.,  and  Dunnose  about  W.N.W.;  an  in- 
creasing breeze  from  N.b.W.  with  strong  ebb  tide,  and  the  distance  from  Nab  fourteen 
miles.  In  running  towards  the  steamer  the  yachts  were  frequently  observed  to  alter 
their  positions.  From  hence  the  steamer  steered  S  E.b.S.  until  12h.  46m.,  when  the 
only  bearing  was  Dunnose,  which  bore  from  her  N.W.  The  Culver  being  out  of  sight, 
the  steamer  was  judged  to  have  reached  the  required  distance,  and  she  hove-to,  and 
hoisted  a  blue  ensign  as  the  signal  to  round.  America  now  bore  from  the  steamer 
N.N.W.  ten  miles,  the  Titania  in  company.    To  all  appearance  they  were  following 
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close  upon  each  other,  the  America  being  the  leading  vessel.  At  Ih.  30m.  the  hull  of 
the  America  was  "fast  rising,"  but  the  Titania's  hull  was  invisible;  in  five  minutes 
afterwards  she  was  seen  to  jibe,  but  seemed  to  be  "  steering  wild,"  the  America  being 
well  handled,  both  being  under  a  cloud  of  canvass,  each  having  square  sails,  the  Tit- 
ania  with  topsail,  but  the  America  no  gaff-top-sail,  but  apparently  a  watersail,  which 
was  now  taken  in.  At  Ih.  53m.  Titania  lowered  her  square  topsail,  and  at  Ih.  56m. 
the  America  hauled  down  her  square- sail  and  prepared  to  round  the  steamer.  The 
manner  in  which  she  came  on,  "  as  easy  as  a  Limerick  glove,"  was  admired  by  all  on 
board.    The  following  is  the  order  and  time  of  rounding  the  steamer; —

Thus  there  was  a  difference  of  4m.  12sec.  in  favour  of  the  "Yankee."  As  the  America 
rounded,  they  stated  that  they  had  carried  away  the  jaws  of  their  main -gaff,  but  that 
they  had  secured  it.  Both  yachts,  after  rounding  the  steamer,  luffed  up  on  the  port 
tack,  and  reached  in  to  the  eastward  of  the  Owers.  There  was  now  a  fresh  gale  from 
the  northward,  and  the  steamer's  head  was  turned  in  shore,  the  wind  "dead  on  end," 
and  plenty  of  it  to  test  the  relative  merits  of  these  vessels,  the  America  being  perfectly 
upright,  and  "slipping  gracefully  through  it."  On  the  contrary,  the  Titania  "bowed," 
or  rather  "  dipped  her  nose  into  it." 

We  watched  their  progress  minutely.  The  Titania  wetted  her  sails,  but  all  efforts 
even  to  recover  her  former  position,  appeared  useless.  The  distance  between  the  two 
yachts  increased,  and  became  visibly  "  more  and  more  '*  as  they  progressed  in  shore. 
At  3h.  30m.  they  tacked  to  the  westward.  The  Culver  Cliff  bore  N.W.JN.  from  the 
steamer;  the  America  from  the  latter  E.N.E.,  and  the  Titania  S.E.b.E.  At  3h  30m. 
the  yachts  had  a  strong  wind  to  contend  with,  and  both  worked  towards  the  Nab  with 
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the  ebb  in  their  favour.  A  better  day — wind  or  tide— could  not  have  been  appointed. 
The  Titania  was  then  observed  with  her  topmast  struck  and  under  her  three  jibs, 
foresail  and  mainsail,  the  America  with  main  sail,  foresail,  and  fore-staj^sail,  all  without 
a  reef  in,  and  as  *'  upright  as  a  top."  At  4h.  8m.  Culvers,  bearing  N.  W,  I W.  America 
S.E.,  Titania  S.E.b  S.,  and  four  miles  dead  to  leeward  of  her  antagonist.  The  America 
tacked  to  the  northward,  Titania  keeping  her  reach  to  the  southward.  A.t  4h.  30m. 
the  America  again  tacked  to  the  westward,  and  laid  "  well  up  '*  for  the  island.  The 
Destiny  and  Dream  were  sighted  outside,  reaching  in  the  East  Channel.  At  4h.  50m. 
the  steamer  returned  to  the  Nab  Light-vessel,  and  made  fast  to  her,  and  remained  to 
watch  the  motions  of  the  vessels  and  note  their  return.  The  America  reached  in 
towards  the  island,  distant  from  Nab  two  miles  and  a  half,  the  Titania  keeping  her 
reach  to  the  southward  and  westward,  and  was  now  "half  mainsail  down."  At  5h. 
30m.  15sec.  the  America  having  passed  us,  and  brought  the  Nab  to  bear  from  her 
S.W.,  was  timed  as  the  winner.  Unfortunately  there  was  no  gun  on  board  to  give 
either  of  the  vessels  a  welcome,  and  a  little  smoke  and  steam  from  the  big  tube  "  of 
the  steamer  was  all  that  could  be  resorted  to. 

The  match  was  so  far  at  an  end,  and  the  America  stood  on  for  Cowes,  steering  in 
for  Brading,  and  then  reached  to  the  northward;  from  thence  she  again  tacked,  fetched 
in  under  Fishhouse,  went  about  again,  and  after  making  another  short  tack,  went  to 
her  moorings  in  Cowes  Roads.  At  5h.  57m.  the  Titania  was  seen  making  towards  the 
steamer  she  having  been  nearly  out  of  sight.  After  reaching  in  towards  the  island  to  the 
southward  of  the  "  Princessa,"  she  tacked  to  the  northward,  and  at  6h.  22m.  15sec. 
having  reached  the  proper  bearing,  she  was  thus  timed  as  arriving  at  the  goal,  being 
exactly  52m.  behind  the  America  out  and  home,  which  gives  4m.  12sec.  in  favour  of 
the  America  for  the  run  "  dead  before  it,"  and  47m.  48sec.  over  her  adversary  in 
working  back  against  a  strong  wind.

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GRADUATED  TIME  TABLES, 

By  G.  H.  Ackers,  Esq. 
Commo  lore  of  the  Royal  Victoria  Yacht  Club. 

In  the  annexed  scale,  the  first  cohimn  contains  the  tonnage  of  Cutter  Yachts;  the 
seconds  column  contains  the  diflPerence  of  time  allowed  for  each  ton;  the  third  contains 
the  hour;  the  fourth  the  minutes;  and  the  fifth  the  seconds;  showing  the  time  of 
starting  for  each  ton.  Corresponding  scales  for  Fore-and-Aft  Schooner  Yachts,  and 
for  all  other  Square  Rigged  Yachts,  are  placed  alongside  the  first  part  of  the  Cutter's 
Scale,  with  the  intention  of  matching  them  with  Cutters  as  impartially  as  possible, 
and  endeavouring  to  create  more  sport  in  the  Regattas. 

Considering  the  difference  of  rig,  it  is  quite  impossible  that  any  vessel  can  compete 
with  a  Cutter  when  close  hauled;  and  considering  the  local  circumstances,  (as  the  course 
usually  sailed  by  Yachts,  inside  the  Isle  of  Wight,  called  the  Queen's  course  is  of  such 
a  shape,  serai-circular,  that  from  whatever  point  the  wind  may  happen  to  blow,  the 
Yachts  contending  for  a  prize,  may,  and  probably  will,  be  close  hauled  for  two- thirds, 
or  half,  or  at  the  very  least  one-third  of  the  whole  distance;)  it  appears  impossible  for 
any  Schooner  or  Square  Rigged  Vessel,  to  make  up  in  running,  the  distance  she  must 
lose  while  close  hauled;  therefore  the  annexed  scale  is  formed  from  observations 
made  upon  many  former  matches,  with  the  hope  of  placing  all  Yachts,  handicapped, 
on  as  equal  terms  as  possible,  taking  the  difference  of  tonnage  as  a  guide  for  the 
scale. 

It  has  been  said  that  Cutters  can  give  forty -five  seconds  per  ton;  which  appears  to 
be  a  good  proportion  for  the  smaller  classes ;  but  in  the  larger  classes,  above  sixty  or 
eighty  tons,  the  Yachts  cannot  give  near  so  much  per  ton ;  therefore  the  time  allowed 
per  ton  in  the  scale,  decreases  in  proportion  as  the  tonnage  increases. 


TIME  TABLE. 
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If  all  Yachts  entered  for  a  prize  are  started  together,  which  plan  appears  to  afford 
the  most  amusement,  it  will  easily  be  seen  which  Yacht  is  the  winner,  by  observing 
the  exact  time  each  Yacht  passes  the  winning  station  vessel,  and  by  referring  to  the 
!  Scale;  or,  if  the  Yachts  are  started  by  classes  successively,  so  as  to  bring  them  to  the 
winning  station  as  near  together  as  possible,  each  class  may  be  started  at  the  time 
placed  opposite  the  smallest  Yacht  of  such  class. 

The  Scale  is  suitable  for  all  sorts  of  Yachts  sailing  together,  or  for  Cutters  only,  or 
for  Schooners  and  Square  Rigged  Yachts  together,  or  separately. 

In  1841,  it  was  proposed,  that  in  future  all  Yachts  should  be  restricted  to  their  com- 
plement of  men ;  namely,  one  man  for  every  ten  tons,  with  the  addition  of  the  sailing 
Master  or  Captain,  and  one  other  person  as  Pilot;  by  which  a  Yacht  of  fifty  tons,  would 
have  seven  hands  on  board,  during  the  match;  100  tons,  twelve  hands;  150  tons,  seven- 
teen hands;  200  tons,  twenty- two  hands,  and  so  on.  The  advantage  on  this  point 
would  be  rather  in  favour  of  the  smaller  Yacht.  This  became  a  rule  in  the  Royal 
Yacht  Squadron,  in  1842.  G.  Holland  Ackers.

It  is  recommended  that  compasses  should  not  be  brought  within  4  feet,  6  inches  of 
each,  in  order  to  avoid  their  affecting  each  other.  No  iron  of  any  description  should 
be  allowed  to  be  placed  within  7  feet  of  the  binnacle,  unless  in  a  vessel  constructed  of 
iron  where  the  compass  is  properly  adjusted,  and  the  use  of  an  iron  tiller  should  be 
avoided  in  cruises.

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  Tonnage  of 
Ships  or  Vessels,  the  rule  of  admeasurement  shall  be  as  follows,  (that  is  to  say)  the 
length  shall  be  taken  on  a  strait  line  along  the  rabbet  of  the  keel,  from  the  back  of  the 
main  stern-post  to  a  perpendicular  line  from  the  fore-part  of  the  main  stem  under  the 
bowsprit,  from  which,  substracting  three-fifths  of  the  breadth,  the  remainder  shall  be 
esteemed  the  just  length  of  the  keel  to  find  the  Tonnage;  and  the  breadth  shall  be 
taken  from  the  outside  of  the  outside  plank,  from  the  broadest  part  of  the  ship,  whether 
that  shall  be  above  or  below  the  main  wales,  exclusive  of  all  manner  of  doubUng  planks 
that  may  be  wrought  upon  the  sides  of  the  sliip,  then  multiplying  the  length  of  the 
keel  by  the  breadth  so  taken,  and  that  product  by  half  the  breadth,  and  dividing 
the  whole  by  ninety -four,  the  quotient  shall  be  deemed  the  true  contents  of  the  tonnage. 


ROYAL  CORK  YACHT  CLUB.— Measurement. 
2 1 .  The  Rule  for  admeasurement  shall  be  as  follows  (that  is  to  say) — the  length  shall 
be  taken  on  a  strait  line  on  deck,  from  the  fore  part  of  the  stern,  to  the  after  part  of 
the  stern  past,  from  which,  deducting  the  breadth,  the  remainder  shall  be  esteemed  the 
just  length  to  find  the  tonnage;  and  the  breadth  shall  be  taken  from  the  outside  of  the

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ADMIRALTY  NOTICE  RESPECTING  LIGHTS  TO  BE  CARRIED  BY  SEA- 
GOING  VESSELS  TO  PREVENT  COLLISIONS. 

By  the  Commissoiners  for  Executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral  of  the  United  King  - 
dom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Sfc,  Sfc, 
By  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  c  s  by  the  Act  14  and  L5  Victoria, 
cap.  79,  dated  7th  August,  1851,  we  hereby  require  and  direct  that  the  following 
regulations  be  strictly  observed: — 

Steam-  Vessds. 

All  British  sea-going  Steam -Vessels,  (whether  propelled  by  paddles  or  screws)  shall 
within  all  seas,  gulfs,  channels,  straits,  bays,  creeks,  roads,  roadsteads,  harbours, 
havens,  ports,  and  rivers,  and  under  all  circumstances,  between  sunset  and  sunrise, 
exhibit  lights  of  such  description,  and  in  such  manner,  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned,  viz: — 

When  under  Steam. — A  Bright  White  Light  at  the  Foremast  Head.  A  Green  Light 
on  the  Starboard  Side.    A  Red  Light  on  the  Port  Side. 

1.  The  mast-head  light  is  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least  five  miles  in  a  dark 
night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere,  and  the  Lantern  is  to  be  so  constructed  as  to  shew  a 
uniform  and  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  twenty  points  of  the  compass, 
being  ten  points  on  each  side  of  the  ship,  viz.  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft 
the  beam  on  either  side. 

2.  The  Green  Light  on  the  Starboard  side  is  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least 
two  miles  in  a  dark  night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere;  and  the  lantern  is  to  be  so  con- 
structed as  to  show  a  uniform  and  unbroken  light  over  an  are  of  the  horizon  of  ten 
points  of  the  compass,  viz.  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the 
starboard  side. 

3.  The  Red  Light  on  the  Port  side  is  likewise  to  be  fitted  so  as  to  throw  its  light 
the  same  distance  on  that  side. 
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4.  The  side  lights  are  moreover  to  be  fitted  with  screens  on  the  inboard  side,  of  at 
least  three  feet  long,  to  prevent  the  lights  from  being  seen  across  the  bow. 
When  at  Anchor.  —A  Common  Bright  Light. 

Sailing  Vessels. 

We  hereby  require  that  all  Sailing  Vessels  when  under  sail,  or  being  towed,  ap- 
proaching or  being  approached  by  any  other  vessel,  shall  be  bound  to  shew  l  etween 
sunset  and  sunrise  a  bright  light  in  such  a  position  as  can  be  best  seen  by  such  vessel 
or  vessels,  and  in  sufficient  time  to  avoid  collision. 

All  sailing  Vessels  at  anchor  in  roadsteads  or  fairways,  shall  be  also  bound  to  exhibit 
between  sunset  and  sunrise,  a  constant  bright  light  at  the  mast-head,  except  within 
harbours  or  other  places  where  regulations  for  other  lights  for  ships  are  legally  estab- 
lished. 

The  Lantern  to  be  used  when  at  anchor,  both  by  steam- vessels  and  sailing  vessels 
is  to  be  so  constructed,  as  to  shew  a  clear  good  light  all  round  the  horizon. 

We  hereby  revoke  all  regulations  heretofore  made  by  us  relating  to  steam-vessels 
exhibiting  or  carrying  lights ;  and  we  require  that  the  preceding  regulations  be  strictly 
carried  into  effect,  on  and  after  the  1st  of  August,  1852.

I ITERARY  NOTICE-— "  FoREs's  Marine  Sketches,  Plate  3.— The  Schooner  Yacht  America  (170  tons), 
winner  of  the  Royal  Yacht  Squadron  Cup.  1851 ,  and  of  a  match  with  the  Titania  for  LlOO,  August  28th,  1851. 
Built  by  Mr.  Steers,  for  J.  C.  Stevens,  Esq.,  Commodore  of  the  New  York  Yacht  Club.  This  is  no  common 
sporting  print,  but  an  idmirable  coloured  engraving-,  representing  the  now  far-famed  Yankee  clipper,  the 
America,  about  which  so  much  has  been  said  of  late,  that  there  are  few  who  do  not  take  some  interest  in 
her.  She  has  come  among  our  yachting  men,  and  surprised  them  with  her  superior  sailing  qualities — nor 
that  alone,  she  has  given  a  lesson  by  which  our  naval  architects  must  profit.  Our  sail-makers,  too.  have  been 
put  to  the  blush.  Here,  upon  a  piece  of  paper,  we  have  this  astonishing  vessel  charmingly  delineated.  The 
likeness  is  faithful,  we  had  almost  said,  '  to  the  life.'  Mr.  T.  S,  Robins  has  been  singularly  happy  in  his 
portrait  of  ihis  swift  stranger,  which  so  unexpectedly  came  and  conquered  our  fleet  of  fast  pleasure  boats. 
There  are  yachting  men  who  now  exclaim. '  Oh,  we  want  safety  and  comfort  1'  So  they  may,  but  until  we 
can  show  craft  capable  of  beating  the  America,  we  must  consent  to  '  look  little,'  and  we  congratulate  the 
Americans  upon  what  they  have  launched,  and  ourselves  upon  what  they  have  taught  us.  The  America,  as 
here  pictured,  realises  all  that  has  been  written  about  her.  She  sits  the  water  like  a  duck,  and  seems  to 
glide  through  an  unresisting  element  with  singular  ease.  She  is  evidently  unique.  From  her  sharp  and  long 
bows,  bulge  out  fully  and  gracefully  the  great  amount  of  beam  that  supports  her  so  well,  and  upon  which 
she  seems  to  be  poised,  for  her  counter  tapers  away  considerably,  as  may  be  seen,  for  her  stern  is  well  up. 
Her  beautiful  sticks  have  a  decided  rake,  and  her  canvas  neither  belly  nor  wrinkle.  You  are  struck  with 
the  conviction  that  she  is  more  upon  the  water,  as  it  were,  than  in  it;  accounting  for  her  stiffness  under  can- 
vas, for.  as  with  a  steamer,  the  stay  of  her  bulk  is  amid-ships.  Indeed,  her  peculiar  qualities  are  remarkably 
set  forth  in  this  engraving  (by  E.  T.  Dolby),  which  is  coloured  very  skilfully,  and,  altogether,  as  interesting  a 
plate  as  any  that  we  have  seen  for  many  a  day — pleasantly  contrasting  with  those  misserable  things  which, 
at  a  low  price  are  printed  to  give  a  notion  of  what  the  America  is  like,  but  may  be  regarded  as  a  libel  upon 
the  exquisite  piece  of  composition  in  question."
